Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 6, 7, 9 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Maus et al. (Pat. No. 5,376,317) taken together with Rosato et al. (INJECTION 
MOLDING HANDBOOK, second edition). 

4. Maus discloses a process similar to that claimed wherein the temperature of feed 
water is controlled in the reservoir 22 and fed to the injection molding machine 1 by 
using the pump 20 and the water is returned to the reservoir 22 containing a heater 21 
when the valve 24 is open during the preheating. After heating, a plurality of opening 
and closing means are opened and closed to regulate the feeding of water from the 
cooling reservoir 32 to the injection molding machine to cool the injection molding 
machine. Rosato et al. teaches the use of cooling towers to supply the cool water to 
the injection molding machine. The providing of a cooling tower for cooling the water in 
the cooling reservoir 32 in Maus et al. would have been obvious to a person of ordinary 
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skill in the art in view of Rosato since a cooling tower would produce cooled water 
similar to the heat exchanger in the reservoir of Maus et al. Additionally, Fig. 1 of Maus 
shows a spray of the return water into the reservoirs which would have been similar to 
known spraying of return water into cooling towers. The detecting of the temperature of 
the water is provided by the temperature sensors, 23, 25, 33, and 35.
